THE leading modern art 
gallery in the county closed 
at the weekend after failing 
to attract enough business to 
survive. 

Liberty Art Gallery had traded for 
two years in Kings Hill, forging a good 
reputation for contemporary fine and 
applied art. 

But owner Patsy Dixon has been 
forced to call it a day in the Liberty 
Square premises because of the high 
costs of running the gallery compared 
with the number of sales. 

A leading art buyer, who did not 
want to be named, said: “It is the right

gallery, just in the wrong place. 

“Hopefully Liberty will find a more 
suitable venue as it would be a traves¬ 
ty to lose such a high quality gallery.” 

Ms Dixon said: “As far as Liberty 
Gallery is concerned, we have been 
really pleased with the business we 
have established in our two years 
here. 

“We have built up a really good rep¬ 
utation as a contemporary fine art 
and applied arts gallery and still 
receive comments from many visitors 
saying they have not seen such high- 


end works of art in such a superb set¬ 
ting outside London. 

“We’ve had a number of successful 
private views for our artists - and 
we’ve also had various charity 
evenings in the gallery itself. 

“Despite this, because of such high 
outgoings, we are unable to continue 
to trade here in Liberty Square.” 

The gallery owner, who lives in 
Kings Hill, added: “The gallery repre¬ 
sents more than 80 artists from Kent 
and further afield - galleries such as 
Liberty Gallery are sometimes the 
only outlets for these artists and even

CAMPAIGNER Peter Carroll led a 
people’s protest to raise awareness 
of the danger for pedestrians cross¬ 
ing a busy road. 

The Liberal Democrat parliamentary candi¬ 
date for Maidstone and Weald was joined by 
County Cllr Dan Daley and dozens of residents 
at the junction of Gatland Lane and Fant Lane, 
just off the Tonbridge Road, in the county town. 

They waved speed limit signs on Monday 
morning hoping to encourage drivers to cut 
their speed, while grabbing Kent County 
Council’s attention. 

Mr Carroll told Yourmaidstone: “I was 
approached for help by Joyce Whitehead, a res¬ 
ident who has lived in the area for nearly 50 
years. 

“Joyce and others explained to me that they 
have been fighting for years to get measures in 
place which would make this junction safer. 

“As I am a Lib-Dem campaigner I often ask 
residents what they would most like to see 
change, and the problem at Fant Lane and 
Gatland Lane repeatedly came up. 

“The road is two widths wider than a normal 
road, which isn’t easy for elderly people to get 
across.” 

He added: “So many drivers fly round the 
bend at 60mph when the speed limit is 30. 
Residents have asked for an island or road 
signs and markings but the answer is always 
no. 

“The problem is ruining mothers with bug¬ 


gies and the elderly people’s quality of life by 
having to worrying about it. 

“We want to get the council to commit to fund¬ 
ing for narrowing the neck of the lane to slow 
drivers down.” 

Ms Whitehead, 87, who has to cross the road 
to catch a bus, said: “It’s at least a five minute 
wait to cross the road, sometimes ten and even 
more at rush hour. 

“I go to Maidstone two to three times a week 
and I dread it, I’m frightened.” 

Lib Dem County Cllr Dan Daley said: “I have 
been asking the county council for improve¬ 


ments for five years without any success. They 
recognise the road is dangerous but because no- 
one has been killed it is not on the radar for 
improvements. 

“We almost had success two years ago but the 
new reprioritisation scheme meant it was com¬ 
pletely ignored, because there have been no 
deaths.” 

The county council’s cabinet member for 
highways Keith Fenin said: “Dan Daley has 
spoken to me several times and we are hoping 
to get it done by next year, it isn’t high enough 
priority for this year.”

Dedication of our 
Gurkhas honoured 
at statue unveiling 


A PERMANENT statue will be 
unveiled tomorrow as a tribute to 
the Gurkhas’ bravery, courage and 
loyalty in a special ceremony. 

An overwhelming response to a 
public appeal saw more than 
£15,000 raised in three months to 
create a bronze statue in honour of 
the servicemen, who have played a 
significant role in the British Armed 
Forces since 1815. 

Approximately 150 Gurkha Engin¬ 
eers, accompanied by their national 
pipe band, will parade through the 
town centre to Maidstone Museum 
tomorrow morning, where the sculp¬ 
ture will be revealed. 

The statue of a Gurkha Engineer 
Sergeant in dress uniform, sculpted 
by Mary Cox from Sussex, will be 
mounted on a granite plinth and 
placed in the courtyard at the muse¬ 
um, to mark the 60th anniversary of 
the raising of the Queens Gurkha 
Engineers. 

County Cllr Dan Daley, who insti¬ 
gated the project, said: “The Gurkha 


soldiers in Maidstone should know 
that they and their families are wel¬ 
comed here and that this tribute is a 
genuine token of our friendship.” 

The parade will start at County 
Hall at 11.35am, before making its 
way up Week Street. At about 
11.40am the parade will form into 
ranks outside the museum in St 
Faith’s Street, where the Mayor of 
Maidstone Denise Joy and 
Lieutenant General David Bill will 
inspect the fine-up before the unveil¬ 
ing ceremony.

Monks launch appeal 
to save historic home

A HOME to 16 monks needs 
£20,000 for vital repairs to the 
main buildings which are Grade-I 
listed. 

About 20 community leaders, including the 
Mayor of Maidstone Denise Joy, attended The 
Friars in Aylesford to launch the Watergate’ 
appeal on Tuesday last week. 

Visitors were treated to a cup of the Friars 
famous cream tea drink and music from 
harpist Ellen Smith, member of the BBC 
Symphony Chorus and performer at the Last 
Night of the Proms, before being taken on a 
tour of the 16th century religious house and 
the damaged area. 

The appeal hopes to raise awareness of the 
architectural problems they are facing and the 
funding needed for the repairs. 

The Friars is a complex of buildings - includ¬ 
ing some which have already been restored, 
some in need of repair and other destroyed by 
fire which have been turned into a shrine. 

The Grade 1 listed building in need of 
restoration is called The Watergate and 
received its name due to its views of the River 
Medway. 

There were also once steps leading up to the 
building from the river for visitors travelling 
by boat to enter. 

Staff at the religious community noticed 
cracks beginning to show in the structure dur¬ 
ing the summer. 

Construction workers removed the concrete 
rendering, which is assumed to have been 
wrongly fitted in the 1960s, to discover exten¬ 
sive rotting of wooden beams and water dam¬ 
age to the entire structure. 

The Watergate contains 65 guest rooms, 


which are still habitable, but the institution is 
now hoping to raise £200,000 to replace its 
timber and rendering. 

Former Head Prior of the Community at 
Aylesford who is now the Prior Provincial of 
the Carmelite Order in Britain is Father 
Wilfrid McGreal. 

He said: “I love Aylesford as I have known it 
since I was a teenager. I have been a Carmelite 
for 50 years and I feel that I have lived a dual 
life in Kent.” 

The Friars is home to 16 Carmelites and 
four novices. Head of the Community Father 
Brendan Grady joined Aylesford in August. 

He said: ‘We are hoping that local business¬ 
es, and friends and families of The Friars, will 


help us raise the £200,000 needed.” 

More than 250,000 pilgrims travel to The 
Friars every year from various faiths. 

After a fire destroyed some of the grounds in 
1930, three different chapels and an open-air 
shrine area which can seat thousands were 
built in 1958. 

In 2001 English Heritage awarded £lmillion 
to restore its North Bam and its Gatehouse, 
which were both close to falling apart. 

The religious complex is open 365 days a 
year and mns solely on donations, car park 
charges and fundraising events such as an 
annual Christmas fayre.

More owners 
ordered out of 
killer gas flats

A COUPLE at risk of carbon 
monoxide poisoning in their newly- 
built flat have been told they will 
have to move out - so their bed¬ 
room ceiling can be ripped down. 

Yourmaidstone exclusively revealed two 
weeks ago that residents of the Barratt 
Homes development Riverside Plaza in 
Maidstone had been warned they could have 
been exposed to the lethal gas. 

Last week we reported that more new 
Barratt flats at Leyboume Park in Aylesford 
had defective flues in their central heating 
systems which could cause carbon monoxide 
poisoning. 

One of the affected homeowners at 
Riverside Plaza, Rebecca Fenton, 21, has now 
been told her bedroom ceiling will have to be 
taken down, the gas work re-done and the 
ceiling replaced. She moved in in April. 

She said: “I am most upset at the thought 
of moving out and having our bedroom 
worked on. We spent so long getting the bed¬ 
room looking nice and even took holiday from 
work to do it. 

“Now we will have to spend time removing 
everything and putting it all back to how we 
had it. All our furniture is fitted together and 
I doubt we will be able to fix it back to how it 
was again. 

“We are getting married next May, so ideal¬ 
ly we want the repair work completed by 
Christmas.” 

She has written a letter of complaint to 
Barratt Homes but not yet had a reply. 

The developer has told residents the instal¬ 
lation of their heating systems “was carried 
out and subsequently commissioned by inde¬ 
pendent Corgi-registered sub-contractors”. 

But Miss Fenton added: “I have to say I am 
shocked that not only was the work carried 


out by a Corgi-registered workman, but that 
it had to be checked and signed off by anoth¬ 
er Corgi person. 

“It seems unbelievable that they are 
allowed to get away with doing a whole 
development wrong.” 

David Pointon moved into a flat at Riverside 
Plaza in early June and received a precaution¬ 
ary letter from Barratt Homes warning about 
the risk of a gas leak four days later. 

He said: “In my block the majority of prop¬ 
erties have been affected by issues with the 
flues and Barratts have taken time to repair 
them, inconveniencing their customers who 
have no hot water. 

“It took until the end of July to get inspect¬ 
ed - the British Gas Engineer inspected 
three installations in my block that day and 
turned off all three. Since then the majority 
of inspections have had a similar response.” 

Coma 

He added: “It took until the end of August 
for Barratt to make ‘safe’ my installation, 
others have waited two months, but it has 
still not been repaired as it requires some 
external work at height.” 

A Barratt Homes spokesman said: 
“Installations at Riverside Plaza are being 
inspected and carbon monoxide alarms fitted. 

“Whilst the installations following inspec¬ 
tion are safe to operate, we have identified a 
defect which is not to manufacturer’s instruc¬ 
tions. In order to remediate the defect some 
ceilings in a property may need to be removed. 

“This work is currently being programmed 
and is anticipated to take no more than 72 
hours to complete in each property. Occupants 
will be given the option of moving to alterna¬ 
tive accommodation on the development if 
they wish while the work is completed.” 

• In February Elouise Littlewood, 26, died in 
a new Barratt flat in Hounslow, London, and 
her flatmate Simon Kilby was left in a coma. 

The Health and Safety Executive began an 
investigation into the cause of the woman’s 
death, focusing on the central heating sys¬ 
tem that was installed by a Corgi-registered 
engineer.

Ginger parks flasher 
strikes in broad daylight 

POLICE have appealed for help to catch a 
man seen repeatedly flashing passers-by in 
two open areas in Maidstone. 

Officers have received a number of reports 
saying a man has been seen in Vinters Park 
nature reserve and Penenden Heath playing 
field indecently exposing himself to the pub¬ 
lic in broad daylight between September 13 
and 18. 

The flasher is white, aged between 30 and 
40, 5ft lOins to 6ft, with short-cropped light 
ginger coloured hair.

Single adults to 
face home checks 

THE Audit Commission will be conducting a 
data matching exercise to find residents who 
are claiming false single occupancy benefits. 

The commission has requested various data 
including the full electoral register and details 
of council tax discounts from Maidstone coun¬ 
cil for auditors to compare to look for benefit 
discrepancies. 

In the exercise, if the electoral register shows 
more than one person living in a property, this 
will be compared to council tax records to see 
if the resident liable for paying council tax is 
claiming single occupancy discount. 

Cllr Richard Ash, cabinet member for corpo¬ 
rate services, said: “We are required by law to 
supply the information, which will be used to 
identify potential fraud issues. 

“These cost council taxpayers’ money, which 
is something we would all wish to avoid. 

“The council tax data will be provided this 
month and the electoral registration informa¬ 
tion will be sent direct from the election office 
to the Audit Commission via their secure web¬ 
site by the deadline of December 31. 

“The outcome of the matching exercise will 
be known shortly after. The exercise will sub¬ 
sequently be carried out on a regular basis.” 

The information provided will be secured on 
the commission’s system and not transmitted 
or put on any portable media to ensure com¬ 
plete security of the data.

NO HOPE: Boris Johnson's comments about an airport near Sheppey have angered KCC leader Paul Carter

LONDON Mayor Boris Johnson 
needs to learn a thing or two about 
Kent’s landscape, says county 
council leader and fellow Tory, Paul 
Carter. 

Mr Johnson angered residents, environmen¬ 
talists and politicians alike this week when he 
suggested a new airport on an artificial island 
off Sheppey could be the answer to overcrowd¬ 
ing at Heathrow. 

Cllr Carter has criticised similar proposals 
in the past and says there is “no hope” of such 
a scheme being implemented. 

He told KOS Media: “I think Mr Johnson’s 
suggestion is a bridge too far. 

“All the mist and fog in the autumn and the 
wind and potential flood problems in the win¬ 
ter would make Sheppey entirely unsuitable 
for an airport. 

“A much better solution would be to expand 
Manston airport and bring much-needed 
prosperity to the east of the county. 

“We are making our views known to Mr 
Johnson’s office, but the sooner we get togeth¬ 
er the better. 

“I don’t think he even knows where Manston 
is, so clearly needs educating about it. I find it 
very frustrating when he says things like this 
and we obviously need to have a chat.” 

Cllr Carter said he did not expect to be able 
to speak to Mr Johnson at the Tory party con¬ 
ference this week, but he added he would at 
one of two meetings the pair will be attending 
next month. 

Mr Johnson’s comments also angered mem¬ 
bers of KCC’s Labour group, who say the 
mayor is trying to placate west London voters 
opposed to the growth of Heathrow. 

Shadow cabinet spokesman Cllr Roger 
Truelove described it as “another barmy Tory 
proposal”. 


He added: “Mr Johnson is clearly putting 
London first and is showing a complacent dis¬ 
regard for Kent. 

“The notion an airport could be built in the 
Thames estuary and then linked somehow to 
the high-speed domestic train service from 
Sittingboume is schoolboy thinking. 

“The investment overheads at a time of cost 
pressures on the whole air passenger industry 
are truly prohibitive. Kent has insufficient 
commercial and passenger hinterland to justi¬ 
fy a London airport. All logic suggests the obvi¬ 
ous location for growth, if it is really necessary, 
is to the west of London. 

“What strikes me as truly disturbing is that 
the Mayor of London can make these sorts of 
remarks with, presumably, no consultation 
with his colleagues in Kent.” 

The Royal Society for the Protection of Birds 


highlights the fact that the Thames estuary 
has one of the biggest groups of special protec¬ 
tion areas in Europe and is used by some 
300,000 migratory birds. 

South East director Chris Corrigan said that 
to build an airport in it would potentially be 
“the single biggest piece of environmental van¬ 
dalism” ever perpetrated in the UK 

He added: “Mr Johnson doesn’t seem to have 
grasped UK law that before you destroy a pro¬ 
tected habitat you have to recreate it some¬ 
where else first. 

“How do you recreate massive areas of the 
Thames estuary? And even then he would 
have to prove there is no alternative site for 
the expansion anywhere else. It’s just ludi¬ 
crous. We have been here before and the facts 
remain the same - the idea of an airport in the 
Thames estuary is a total non-starter.” 


Good report for 
foster service 

KENT County Council has received good 
grades in an inspection report from Ofsted 
on its fostering service. 

There are more than 700 foster carers 
around the county supporting KCC’s work 
in protecting and looking after children. 
Inspectors spoke to young people, their car¬ 
ers and support staff as part of the review. 

The category rated as outstanding was for 
“helping children make a positive contribu¬ 
tion” which covered contact with family and 
friends, sensitivity to the needs of biological 
parents and the involvement by children in 
the planning and delivery of services. 

Ofsted inspector Lucy Ansell said in her 
report: “This is a strong service that deliv¬ 
ers good outcomes, with elements of out¬ 
standing practice within the specialist serv¬ 
ices and for positive contribution overall.” 

KCC’s Leyland Ridings said: “I am very 
pleased with this inspection report, particu¬ 
larly the hutstanding’ rating for a key area 
of our fostering service. I pay tribute to our 
foster carers and staff for their work. 

‘We will continue to work with children 
and carers to make further improvements 
and action the recommendations made by 
the inspection team.”

TEACHERS from across Europe 
spent a day shadowing their coun¬ 
terparts at a Maidstone school to 
learn from its innovative teaching 
methods. 

After receiving funding from the European 
Union, the Cheltenham-based International 
Study Programme (ISP) brought 21 educa¬ 
tors from Poland, Finland, Germany, Italy, 
Spain and Sweden to Kent. 

The group travelled to Sutton Valence 
Preparatory School to learn about its curricu¬ 
lum. The school’s early years department 
was recently described as outstanding by 
Ofsted inspectors. 

The prep school, in Chart Sutton, uses a 
number of innovative teaching methods, 
including an early ‘brain gym’ to activate stu¬ 
dents’ brain cells, and synthetic phonics, the 
latest favoured method of teaching children 
to read.

SURVEYS have long since been 
used to promote then decry pretty 
much everything and anything. 

Seemingly every foodstuff has its day in the 
sun as a ‘health booster’ before someone pops 
up and highlights its carcinogenic aspects and 
we’re left scratching our heads as to whether 
it will save us or kill us. 

Every survey has an agenda, so you take 
them with a pinch of salt. Unless, of course, it’s 
another one saying not to eat too much salt. 

But last week there was a particularly daft 
one which consumed the column inches. 

Emanating from the US, it claimed men in 
management with a sexist attitude consistent¬ 
ly earned more than those with a more equal¬ 
ity-minded attitude. 

It didn’t suggest that ‘goosing’ colleagues as 
you stroll to the canteen might be good for 
your career prospects, but if you just skimmed 
the headlines you’d think society was taking 
something of a backward step. 

It was also presented in a way which sug¬ 
gested that a man’s worth and status is only 


determined by the size of his salary. And, if 
there is one thing us men do know as a pure, 
solid fact, it is that size is most definitely not 
everything. 

The headlines proclaimed that ‘It pays men 
to be sexist’ and ‘There is hope for chauvinistic 
men after all’. 

And, perhaps most irritatingly, it gave those 
annoying blokes in the office with a chip on 
their shoulder and a viewpoint straight from 
that Harry Enfield sketch (‘Women - know 
your limits’) some sort of justification for sit¬ 
ting together during their coffee break draw¬ 
ing up lists based on the ‘best breasts’ in the 
sales department. 

Believe a woman’s place in the home and 
that men are better in the workplace and that 
pay rise you’ve got your eye on will be yours 
(unless, one assumes, your boss is a woman), it 
would suggest. 

Because surely the findings suggest what so 
many of us already know: that those in posi¬ 
tions of power get there by stomping on other 
people and are just as likely to be obnoxious to 
women as they are men. Sexism is prevalent 


in senior management positions. As James 
Brown so rightly crooned, it’s a man’s, man’s 
world, and while that remains the case there 
is likely to be little desire from blokes with sex¬ 
ist viewpoints to challenge the status quo. 

The facts are simple. If you are a right-think¬ 
ing, equality-supporting man of the 21st cen¬ 
tury, the reality is you will want to spend your 
time serving the needs of your family as much 
as you do climbing the greasy pole. 

You’ll want evenings where you spend some 
quality time with your kids, weekends where 
you do things together as a family, and don’t 
see time outside the nine-to-five as an oppor¬ 
tunity purely for networking or business. 

Crucially, you probably won’t want to join 
the sexist idiots who do occupy so many senior 
management positions. 

And, despite some whimpering the opposite, 
that work-life balance is achievable - you just 
have to work equally as hard at both.

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Doing the homework 
on our energy, Bill 
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We need to consider 
low points in energy 


I am delighted that Dr Dawe writes 
with knowledge of energy and legal 
liabilities, and I will accord her 
words due respect on those subjects. 
I hope she will reciprocate 
appropriately. 

Having spent a working life 
ensuring electricity supply 
reliability, what do I see today? 

Since September 12, the Azores 
High has engulfed the UK, the 
Baltic, Europe, Russia, the Caspian 
Sea, the Balkans, the Mediterrean, 
with typical anticyclonic light winds. 

Combining Met Office wind speeds 
with turbine makers’ performance 
data, I calculate a UK-wide 
installation of wind farms would be 
averaging 5 MW per 100 MW 
installed, sometimes under 0.5 MW. 

Anticyclones come five or six times 
a year, winter and summer. Yet the 
Greenpeace spokesman, 
commenting on the EDF/British 
Energy deal, said on TV that we can 
supply all our electricity needs with 
renewables. 

Germany is lauded as the most 


successful nation with renewable 
energy, generously subsidised. 

Today’s anticyclone has hit them 
too - on September 19 their lowest 
point was 17 MW at 8 am, from an 
installation of 22,880 MW. See for 
yourself on Reisi Wind. 

Dozens of other nations are 
building or planning nuclear to 
avoid blackouts, as traditional 
generation is retired. 

Wind power can collapse, solar 
power is always zero after dark, 
wave power is strongly linked to 
wind and world prices for fossil fuels 
escalate, and there’s C02. 

We buy two million nuclear KW 
from France near continuously - 
cheaper than generating with gas. 

France is embarking on a fleet of 
third generation reactors to increase 
their lucrative exports. Shall we 
buy? Or make it here, burning 
nuclear waste from the 50s? 

Today, nuclear is the only way we 
know how to generate reliable 
electricity, C02-free. 

Lastly, my home is heated by off- 
peak electricity, mostly generated by 
British plus French nuclear. C02 
free, it costs me 4.79p/KWH. More 
cheap nuclear could replace 
domestic gas.

COUNCIL events organisers have 
all the fun. 

From what I can gather, the powers-that-be 
hand down a vague list of demands and a 
moderate budget to said organisers who then 
get on and, erm, organise things. 

The trick, it would seem, is in organising 
something that we hard-paying taxpayers 
actually want. 

With this in mind I tip my cap to the team 
behind next month’s Canterbury Festival, and 
in particular the people responsible for sorting 
out the ‘world music’ line-up - they’ve done a 
sterling job. 

Among the nine acts on show across the two 
week festival are a group of Buddhist monks, a 
Senegalese orchestra, Mick Fleetwood (yes, the 
Mick Fleetwood of Fleetwood Mac fame) and 
cult Scottish indie rockers Camera Obscura. 

I think it’s fair to say the organisers have 
come good on both the ‘world’ and ‘music’ parts 
of their brief. 

Here’s a run-down of my top five musical 
picks of the festival: 

1) CAMERA OBSCURA 

• If you are not a huge Camera Obscura fan

then the only explanation is that you can’t 
have heard any of their music. There is no 
other alternative. Songs such as Lloyd I’m 
Ready To Be Heartbroken, Eighties Fan 
and Tears for Affairs are classic toe-tappers 
and achingly beautiful. The Scottish six-piece 
play the Marlowe Theatre on Thursday, 
October 16. Doors at 7.30pm. Tickets start at 
£12, £8 for students. 

2) SHLOMO AND THE VOCAL ORCHESTRA 

• Shlomo’s ‘orchestra’ is made up of eight 
beatboxers. Through the power of co-ordina¬ 
tion and timing, they rock. The festival’s 
official guide bills Shlomo as leading “the most 
of-the-moment vocal group in high-energy per¬ 
formance of amazing beatboxing feats and 
jaw-dropping vocal interpretations”. They 
rock. Catch them at the Gulbenkian Theatre 
on Monday, October 20. Doors open at 7.45pm. 
Tickets cost £14, £12 for students. 

3) JOSE GONZALEZ 

• Jose’s big break came courtesy of Sony’s 
‘bouncing balls’ TV advert, to which he 
supplied his version of Heartbeats. A gold 


and platinum award-winning top-ten album 
later, the Argentinian-Swedish singer song¬ 
writer comes to the Marlowe Theatre on 
Friday, October 17. Doors at 8pm. Tickets start 
at £18.50. 

4) THE MICK FLEETWOOD BLUES BAND 

• This gig includes a tribute to the original 
Fleetwood Mac, the all-male blues band that 
started it all in 1967. Featuring former Mac 
singer and lead guitarist Rick Vito and Mr 
Mick Fleetwood himself, this is one perform¬ 
ance not to be missed. Mick and co take to the 
Marlowe Theatre on Saturday, October 25. 
Doors open at 7.30pm. Tickets range from 
£26.50-£28.50. 

5) THE MAGNETS 

• I’ll be honest, I don’t know much about The 
Magnets, but the pre-festival bumpf describes 
them as a “sharp-suited all-male a cappella 
sextet who perform with unrivalled sophisti¬ 
cation, charisma and flair”. To quote the film 
Jerry Maguire, “You had me at hello”. The 
Magnets play the Gulbenkian Theatre on 
Wednesday, October 22. Doors open at 7.45pm. 
Tickets cost £14, £2 less for students.

Boy George brings some culture to Kent 


THE boy is back in town as 
one of Britain’s most strik¬ 
ing vocalists brings his 
stunning voice to entertain 
Kent audiences. 

After enjoying successful concerts 
earlier this year, the former Culture 
Club singer is back in the county 
ahead of the release of his new single 
on October 12. He has been so 
inspired by the US presidential cam¬ 
paign of Democrat candidate Barack 
Obama that the new song, Yes We 
Can, contains samples from Obama’s 
stirring speeches. 

But although George is backing 
Obama - potentially the first black 
president - above his Republican 
rival John McCain, he stressed that 
the song is not about politics.

gentler and he has great charisma.” 

George, 47, clearly relates to 
Obama’s message, but the song also 
marks a new perspective on the fame 
which has proved to be a mixed bless¬ 
ing in the past. 

George O’Dowd was born in 
Eltham, London, the third eldest of 
seven children. Attention was hard to 
come by so George expressed his indi¬ 
viduality by dressing outrageously. 
His androgynous look caught the 
attention of pop guru Malcolm 
McLaren, the man behind the Sex 
Pistols, and George began appearing 
with a group called Bow Wow Wow. 

Shortly afterwards George formed 
his own band, Culture Club. The 
debut album, Kissing To Be Clever, 
was released in 1982 and the third 
single, Do You Really Want To Hurt 
Me?, was their first major hit. It 
reached the number one spot in 16 
countries and number two in 


America, making a star of eye-catch¬ 
ing vocalist Boy George. 

But chart success was coupled with 
drug addiction, along with harsh 
media scrutiny of his personal life, 
and the group disbanded just four 
years later. 

George initially enjoyed a success¬ 
ful solo career during the late 80s 
and early 90s, but the hits began to 
dry up and he gradually turned his 
attention to the club scene where he 
has become a leading DJ. 

He has had a series of brushes with 
the law over the last few years, 
including arrests on suspicion of 
cocaine possession and, most recent¬ 
ly, false imprisonment. 

But, armed with a fresh perspec¬ 
tive and his outstanding soul voice, 
Boy George is inviting fans to join 
him on a new musical journey.

Going green in the Caribbean sun

MOST people go to Antigua to get 
brown, but now the islanders are 
keen for visitors to go green. 

So environmentally conscious has the island 
become that a new eco-friendly hotel has 
opened: the Verandah Resort and Spa on Long 
Bay Its neat, low-rise buildings are surround¬ 
ed by 30 unspoilt acres on the east coast, over¬ 
looking a powder-soft, sandy beach. 

It was 10 years since we had last visited 
Antigua and after our comfortable Virgin 
Atlantic flight we were eager to renew our 
acquaintance as we touched down at the small 
and quiet VC Bird International Airport. 

As so often happens abroad, our taxi driver 
was more tour guide than cabbie. He was 
proud to point out a beautiful cricket ground 
that has been created within the airport com¬ 
plex. 

Heading across the island, we passed the 
main Test ground too, named in honour of the 
island’s most famous player, Sir Vivian 
Richards. 

Because Antigua is a small island, with just 
76,000 people, everyone seems to know every¬ 
one else. The taxi driver knows Sir Viv. Our 
waiter went to school with fast bowler Andy 
Roberts, another giant of West Indies cricket 
in its golden era. 

Our first impression was that everything 
had smartened up since we were last here. 
What we remembered as run-down shacks

had been given a good lick of paint and looked 
rather cosy as holiday boltholes. Roads in the 
Caribbean are never going to get you any¬ 
where fast, but even so we managed to reach 
the Verandah within an hour of touching 
down. 

The resort has been created on the quieter, 
eastern side of the island. The Atlantic side of 
Caribbean islands is always the less-devel¬ 
oped and windier coast, with most of the luxu¬ 
ry resorts on the west. 

Although it is certainly breezy at Verandah, 
the resort lies on a tranquil bay and is largely 
screened from the windy Atlantic, with its 200 
white-painted, cottage-style villas glinting in 
the sunshine. 

They have private balconies with sea views, 
and every air-conditioned bedroom has a king- 
size bed. 

The Verandah has made a commitment to 
meet the highest environmental standards 
and management are quick to point out its 
green credentials. 

These include the rational use of energy and 


water, the use of biodegradable cleaning mate¬ 
rials, supporting a carbon offset programme 
and buying sustainable goods from local pro¬ 
ducers. 

Although perfect for couples who can happi¬ 
ly laze around the pools and relax on the large¬ 
ly deserted beaches, the Verandah pitches 
itself as a family resort. 

If you don’t want to be pampered in the spa, 
the options for sporting action include wind¬ 
surfing, snorkelling, kayaking and tennis. 

There is a children’s club that includes an 
activity centre built from locally-sourced tim¬ 
ber. Uninhabited islands such as Green Island 
and Bird Island can be reached in a few min¬ 
utes, too. 

This summer, prices are likely to be particu¬ 
larly attractive due to the sagging US dollar, 
which has such a critical influence on the 
Caribbean economy. 

Check out the prices and you might be pleas¬ 
antly surprised to find how cheaply you can go 
green at this time of year, on one of the most 
beautiful islands in the world.

HOME renovations could leave you out 
of pocket during the credit crunch, 
according to a survey. 

Research carried out by Abbey found 
that previously profitable improve¬ 
ments, such as extensions and new 
kitchens, can leave you poorer in the cur¬ 
rent climate. 

According to the study, the more laid 
out, the more lost, because the cost of the 
work will not be reflected in the sale 
price. 

The average cost of an extension is 
£33,800, but it would add only about 
£13,500 to the property’s price, according 
to the report. 

Abbey recommends less expensive 
modifications to achieve the best price, 
including: 

• Get the decorators in. The average cost 
of painting and decorating a home is 
£1,330, but the cosmetic improvement 
adds £3,557 to its value.

Experts analysing the market said in 
the last 55 years UK house prices have 
had an annual fall in just five, whereas 
the FTSE 100 index has never reached 
the peak of December 1999 in the years 
since. 

The firm also pointed out property can¬ 
not lose its entire value overnight, 
unlike shares. 

“Property investment is a tangible 
asset and easy to comprehend,” said a 
spokesman. 


SWITCHING to a better mortgage 
deal can save homeowners thou¬ 
sands of pounds and help ride out 
the economic downturn.

Which? Money’s five golden rules for getting 
a good mortgage deal are; 

1 Shop around. Don’t choose a mortgage 
lender simply because you already bank with 
it. 

2 Check the overall cost of the deal. Don’t get 
sucked in by a low interest rate as it could 
have hefty fees attached. 

3 Avoid paying the standard rate. Consider 
switching to avoid reverting to the standard 
variable rate when your deal ends. 

4 Do your homework. Some of the best deals 
are not available through advisers, so do your 
own research as well. 

5 Don’t buy insurance from your lender. Most 
lenders aren’t Which? Money Best Buy home 
insurers, so shop around to save money. 


Martyn Hocking, the editor of Which? 
Money, said: “The cost of mortgages has soared 
in the last couple of years, but a lot of the focus 
has been on what’s happening with interest 
rates when in fact it’s the total cost of the deal 
that’s important. 

“Arrangement fees are now more than 
£1,000 on average and sometimes much high¬ 


er, which means that an eye-catching interest 
rate can be misleading. 

‘Whatever you do, don’t take the lazy option 
of simply taking out a deal with your bank or 
staying on your lender’s standard variable 
rate. If you shop around and do your home¬ 
work, you could cut your mortgage costs by 
hundreds of pounds.”

Our car was also the stretched ‘L’ or limo 
diesel version in upmarket Sovereign trim, 
which costs £53,300 and makes you feel as 
though you should dawdle and revel in its lux¬ 
ury, style and sumptuous ride. 

Nevertheless, the XJ upholds the finest 
tradition of Jaguar sporting saloons: it will 
purr when treated gently and growl when 
kicked and that 2.7-litre diesel sounds like a 
petrol unit in either mood. 

A lighter body and quick steering make this 
large car deceptively quick on its feet on a 
winding road too, with the ‘J-Gate’ gearbox 
selector allowing manual selection of the six 
gears, though you soon get used to leaving it in 
well-organised fully ‘auto’.

Walker said: ‘We needed to bounce back after 
Tuesday’s 2-0 defeat to Dartford and we did in 
style.

Vince Wells has been appointed cricket 
coach at Sutton Valence School. 

Wells, 43, enjoyed a successful 16-year 
first class cricket career which included 
four years with Kent. Later in his career he 
won the County Championship title twice 
with Leicestershire and also became their 
captain. 

In 1998, he was called up for the England 
one-day tom to Australia, and promptly 
underlined his credentials as one of the 
country’s top all-rounders by taking three 
wickets for 30 and scoring 33 off 39 balls. 

Wells never made the England Test 
squad but in the one-day team, he played 
nine matches, taking eight wickets. 

Wells completed his county career at 
Durham in 2003, returning to Kent with 
his wife Debbie to start a business in 


Whitstable. He has recently been assistant 
coach to the successful England Ladies’ 
cricket team, as well as coaching at the 
Kent County Cricket Club academy. 

He succeeds former Kent and England 
fast bowler Alan Igglesden as the school’s 
cricket coach. 

Igglesden has taken up a new post at 
Woodhouse Grove School in Yorkshire. 

Wells said: “My aim is to carry on were 
Alan left off, introduce one or two new ideas, 
and maintain the school’s excellent reputa¬ 
tion for cricket and other sports.” 

He will also be helping with mgby and 
football coaching at the school. As a young¬ 
ster he nearly chose to play professional 
football with Leyton Orient. 

Wells’ appointment follows the opening of 
the school’s £2.5 million swimming pool. 

The school also has plans for an athletics 
centre to be built in conjunction with 
Maidstone Council and Medway and 
Maidstone Athletics Club.
